reasonable regulation of the law. The 
report would not show the number of 
families or individuals deserving of 
charitable assistance, discovered in the 
course of the daily rounds and cared 
for alone or with the help of kindly 
disposed citizens. 

The real spirit of Christmas is at 
work flfty-two weeks in the year, and 
Mrs. Jensen's work shows it ail the 
time. That fact will be testified to by 
multitudes of sufferers and others who 
have been blessed by iier kindly minis¬ 
trations at all seasons. The charitably 
disposed people of Sierra Madre know 
that if there is charity to be dispensed 
she will know exactly where the most 
good can be accomplished by it. 

It is a pleasant thought that Mrs. 
Jensen's work is not only of local ben¬ 
efit but no one knows Just how far- 
reaching its effects may be. Almost 
without exception her counsel is wel¬ 
comed by sufferers and those who re¬ 
move to other places take the memory 
of her helpfulness with them. Other 
cities, learning of the success of her 
work In Sierra Madre, are making in¬ 
quiry regarding her methods and are 
anxious to profit by the example set. 

In the light of the service she is 
rendering It seems providential that 
Mrs. Jensen should have been chosen 
for the position she now occupies. She 
is deserving of every assistance, moral 
and material, which can be rendered 
by tlie city government and by the 
citizens of Sierra Madre. She should 
be made to feel that she has the sup¬ 
port and sympathy of the entire com¬ 
munity. Doubtless her work will bring 
its reward, but she should not have to 
wait until the next world for it all. 


It seems peculiarly appropriate Just 
now to call attention to the work of 
Sierra Mudre's municipal nurse, Mrs. 
Amelia Jensen. Than her service for 
others no finer exemplification of the 
real Christmas spirit can be found. 

The fact that Mrs. Jensen is on the 
city's pajroll does not in the least de¬ 
tract from the altruistic spirit with 
which she does tier work. It rather 
makes the quality of per work the 
more remarkable. For waere another 
in the same position niig.it be content 
to give so many hours a week at rout¬ 
ine work she is giving h r life to tire 
service of the unfortunate people with 
whom her work brings tier in contact. 

Mere inspection of one of the month¬ 
ly reports of the municipal nurse would 
not begin to reveal tfie story of her 
unselllsh work. It might show 17a 
visits, a dozen houses fumigated, halt 
a dozen yurds ordered cleaned, a few 
cases of garbage being ordered re¬ 
moved, a dozen careless spitters 
warned of the danger to themselveB 
and others, eight visits to the public 
school, and comments on sanitary con¬ 
ditions in one or two neighborhoods. 

What the report would not show arc 
the messages of cheer to the discour¬ 
aged, helpful counsel for those afflict¬ 
ed ones who don't know how best to 
care for themselves but are willing to 
learn, timely warning to those whose 
careless habits are a menace to them¬ 
selves and to others, the tactful bring¬ 
ing of pressure to bear upon property 
owners to compel proper sanitation, 
and such means as shall be necessary 
to compel compliance on the part of 
those who are unwilling to yield to the 


The new industrial accident board of 
California has issued a statement in 
which it reviews the considerations 
which influenced the legislature of Cal¬ 
ifornia to include the farmer within 
the provisions of the Roseberry liabil¬ 
ity and compensation law. No little 
perturbation has existed in agricul¬ 
tural circles since the farmers learned 
that they were not excluded and it 
is due to them to have made a frank 
and full statement of the whys and 
wherefores thereof. 

Farming is a hazardous occupation. 
A moment's reflection will show' why 
this must be so. The farmers are using 
powerful machinery more and more 
year by year and, for the most part, 
that machinery is being confined to 
untrained and inexpert help. Without 
being an engineer the farm worker 
must run engines, pumps, automobiles, 
electric motors, threshers, corn cutters 
for silos, barley crushers and what 
not. He drives teams across railroad 
tracks in and about switches and 
warehouses into which he unloads his 
product. He handles horses and mules, 
colts and young cattle. He is about 
among horned cows and must handle 
the head of the herd, who is like 
enough to go rampant at any moment, 
knock him down and gore him. He 
climbs windmill towers at the risk of 
being swept off by any gust of wind 
that starts the mill to revolving, hand¬ 
les edged tools, does blacksmithing 
and, not infrequently, blasts hardpan 
or tree stumps with blasting powder 
or dynamite. In short the farmer and 
his farm laborer are "Jacks at all 
trades." but experts at none, with the 
result that they run that maximum risk 
which does not attend the expert in 
his specialty. 

Unfortunately, we in America have 
few statistics in relation to farm acci¬ 
dents or accidents of any other kind, 
but Germany has, and there is no very- 
good reason to suppose that American 
farm accidents will not prorate with 
Germany's. For the year 1908, in Ger¬ 
many, 43% per cent of all industrial 
accidents that laid workmen up for 
more than thirteen weeks happened in 
agriculture and horticulture. Of all 
deaths resulting from accidents 30% 
pier cent occurred in the same occupa¬ 
tions, both classed together in this 
country as farming. Of complete dis¬ 
ability cases, 32% percent occurred on 
farms, and of permanent partial disa¬ 
bility the percent was 45. Of tempor¬ 
ary disability the farm percentage was 
also 45, or nearly half of the whole 
taking place in Germany. 

In the United States we know what 
the casualty companies think about 
farm hazard because they rate it the 
sameAs that of carpenter and higher 
Ujrtfi the machinist. If one will watch 
the papers he will be astonished at the 
number of accidents reported from 
among farmers or farm hands. 

Is there any good reason why one 
Who loses a hand in a planing mill 
should be compensated and compensa¬ 
tion denied to the one who loses a 
hand in a thresher or feed chopper? 


BURGLARS CORDIALLY INVITED 


ANKEWICH RANCH SOLD 


Keen Demand for Acreage Shown by 
Recent Purchases in Sierra Madre 


House Breakers. 


E. Ankewlch has sold his ranch of a 
little more than two acres on Canyon 
Avenue to Arthur Johnson, Sr„ who 
recently purchased the adjacent ranch 
of Carlton J. Pegler. His latest pur¬ 
chase will give him about twelve acres 
of choice citrus acreage, magnificently 
situated for a home site, and with an 
abundunt water supply. 

The price paid for the two parcels 
of lund Is said to be well over $2,500 un 
acre. When the demand for land 
forces the price over the $1,500 mark, 
the limit has been Just about reached 
for profitable citrus culture, it means 
that the man who makes ills living 
from fruit must seek cheaper land. But 
for the man who is simply seeking an 
ideal home site the value must be de¬ 
termined on a different basis. I he 
profits from his citrus orchards are in¬ 
cidental. His first consideration Is to 
find a location which suits his taste, 
and then to secure it at as reasonable 
a price as possible. Apparently the 
price of the Sierra Madre acreage will 
be reeulated on such a basis in future. 

Outsiders who have been inquiring 
for Sierra Madre acreage, whether for 
subdivision or for large homesltes, are 
learning that the thing they seek is 


Not many householders would hang 
out a sign inviting burglars to enter 
anil help themselves, but many of them 
might as well do that as leave the way 
so easy as they do for prowlers. Time 
was when Sierra Madre was fur from 
any of the main route of travel and a 
stranger in town was noticed immedi¬ 
ately. Things are different now. But 
many people refuse to see the neces¬ 
sity for locking doors or windows or 
screens. Doors and windows are left 
unfastened, affording easy access to all 
purls of the house. Prowlers in search 
if anything from money and Jewelry 
to canned fruit would find easy pick¬ 
ing. The recent burglar scare served 
to warn some persons of the danger 
of such practices. 

Since the last reported burglaries 
a tew weeks ago there have been men 
in town working along lines common¬ 
ly fol.owed by burglars in spying out 
prospects or even In gaining entrance 
to homes. One of the most common 
methods is to pretend to muke bouse 
to bouse visits for the purpose of ped¬ 
dling or seeking work, if no response 
is heard after repeated knocking the 
peddler is justified in thinking there 
is no one at home. To try the door 
and search the bouse if it is unlocked 
is a simple matter and can be done 
without attracting attention from the 
outside. Tills is probably the most 
common method of daylight burglars. 
Not long ago a man made the rounds 
of the town tor the ostensible purpose 
of grinding knives and shears, but who 
appeared to know about as much about 
his business us a child knows aboul 
trigonometry. He may have been at¬ 
tempting to make an honest living. But 
his opportunities for getting the lay 
T tlie land and for taking advantage 
d' the carelessness of house owners is 
easily seen. 

Hoboes come from all parts of the

The annual inllux of ho¬ 
boes as well ns of millionaires is at its 
height. Most people need not con, cm 
themselves over what disposition to 
make of the millionaires hut the way 
should not be made Inviting for the 
hoboes who will neither work nor pay 
their way.

We are 
still applying obsolete hub ts of 
thinking to things which have 
dropped the old ways of life, in 
addition, our free utmost here is 
sure to produce a vigorous 
growth of radicalism that is its 
sure to come in a democracy as 
weeds in a rich soil. Radicalism 
is. however, a generous quality, 
more akin to good than to evil. 
The danger from it lurks most 
in the egotistic, truculent, nmbl 
tious political leader who uses 
the generous impulses of radical¬ 
ism for his own uses It is al¬ 
most pathetic to see how the 
great mass of men eagerly long 
to believe in some leader who of¬ 
fers them sincerity, courage and 
sympathy for their ri: hts. On 
very difficult public questions 
which require nonpartisan ex¬ 
perts a self confident restless 
politician will not h;s tare to 
break in and appeal to the mob 
spirit without regard to future 
consequences of great moment.
